tonsils, tests for smelling, exam ina­ 
tion o f the scalp, a general lookover 
for the poor posture, which also in­ 
cludes inspection of the feet (w:th 
shoes on). 
If any children are fuond 
w ith flat feet, then it is likely

they will 
be 
required 
to 
rem ote 
the shoes for a better examination. 
The doctors exam ination will follow 
the nurses and will include 
a care­ 
ful exam ination of the eyes for three 
conditions.

The Doctors well examine the ears

simply suggestions, and each

is advised to go to their own fam ily 
physician for exam ination and tre a t­ 


ment. 
In 
cases of severe eye troubles, 
such as T rachom a or Follicular Con­ 
junctivitis, it is probable they will be 
recom m ended to go to a specialist for 
treatm ent. 
F o r the inform ation 
of 
the parents of the children exam in­ 
ed, the Federal N urse wishes to state 
that whatever the conditions found, 
they will be held sacred by the physi­ 
cians and nurses. 
Reports ot 
the 
exam inations will be mailed to

parents or sent by the children so 
each parent will receive a personal 
notice from the nurse relative to con­ 
ditions found.

The doctors examination will follow 
the nurses and will include 
a care­ 
ful examination of the eyes for three 
conditions. 
First, Trachoma, second, 
Simple Conjunctivlts; third. 
Follic­ 
ular Conjunctivitis. 
These are 
the 
three most important eye troubles. 
The Doctors well examine the ears 
for auditory defects, make tests with 
the stethoscope 
of the heart 
and 
lungs. (An uncovered chest is pre­ 
ferred for this examination) but it is 
not compulsory. 
In the examination 
of the skin, the hands, forearms, face, 
neck anti scalp will be inspected. They 
will also be examined for Eczema, 
Ringworm. Scavies or any infectious 
skin conditions. 
Some skin troubles 
need, special care and ofttimes it is 
necessary to keep the children Iw ay 
from school until cured. 
For Ortho­ 
pedic defects a casual lookover will 
be given for Curature of the Sp'.r.e, 
deformities of the shoulders, etc., and 
for flatioot. 
These examinations are made 
by 
local 
physicians, 
assisted 
by Miss 
Brown, the Federal Nurse and Miss 


Munroe the Community Nurse. The 
recommendations made by the physi­ 
cians on the examination card 
are 
simply suggestions, and each 
child 
is advised to go to their own family 
physician for Examination and treat­ 
ment. 
In cases of severe eye trembles, 
such us Trachoma or Follicular Con­ 
junctivitis, it is probable they will be 
recommended to go to a specialist for 
treatment. 
For the information 
of 
the parents of the children examin­ 
ed, the Federal Nurse wishes to state 
that whatever the conditions found, 
they will be held sacred by the physi­ 
cians and nurses. 
Reports of

examinations will be mailed to 
the 
parents or sent by the children so 
each parent will receive a personal 
notice from the nurse relative to con­ 
ditions found.
